“Are y ou going into the manu factu re 
of these machines?” he was asked. 
“Whatev er I am going to do,” he re­ 
plied. “I am not asking any one for a 
cent of backing. 
I hav e su fficient to 
complete my ex periments and prov e 
that I hav e the greatest and most 
practical heav ier-than-air fly ing ma­ 
chine that was ev er inv ented. 
“Had I had my way nothing w’ou ld 
hav e ev er come ou t abou t it u ntil 1 
appeared at some av iation meet and 
demonstrated the power and practica­ 
bility of the monoplane. No other ma­ 
chine equ als it. 
The speed of 120 
miles an hou r may be kept u p as long 
as the power continu es to ru n. 
The 
distance that can be trav ersed and the 
speed at which it may be done is mere­ 
ly a matter of carry ing fu el.”

New York. Dec. 14.—An article of 
vital interest to the people of the 
United States will appear in Collier’s 
Weekly, coming issue of Dec. 18. bear­ 
ing upon the controversy at present 
entangling Secretary of the Interior 
Richard A. Balling- r, whom Collier's 
refers to as “the friend at court of the 
coal-grabbers, the reason for whose 
appointm ents grows clearer as devel­ 
opments unfold.“ 
In this coming ar­ 
ticle a sum m ary is given of the pre­ 
ceding history of Alaska, showing how 
those who revealed the robber barons 
at work wrere squelched then, even as 
now, 
This sum m ary se<s out howr the 
Alaska Gold Mining company, organ­ 
ized by Washington politicians, exploit­ 
ed Alaska with so high a hand that 
even W ashington gasped at the bra­ 
zenness. 
Then the spoil was gold— 
now it is copper and coal. Rex Beach 
told the story. L ater he made its facts 
the foundation for his novel. “The 
Spoilers.” 
Speaking of the policy of 
suppression which then controlled in 
W ashington, he said* 
“You haven’t 
heard of it? Of course not. When the 
scandal came out it was smothered, 
and the public 
kept in ignorance. 
Criminals were pardoned, records ex­ 
punged. thieves exalted to new lion-1 
ors.” 
The wheels of justice at Wash- j 
ington 
were 
mysteriously 
clogged. I 
The scheme, as originally planned and 
for a long time successfully carried j 
out, was to seize and operate, in the j 
interest of the Alaska Gold M ining1 
company, the rich Nome placer mines j 
owned by the unlettered hut law-re ­ 
specting prospectors. 
It was proposed j 
to steal these mines either by a n ! 
adroitly worded act of congress—just 
as Ballinger tried to legalize the Cun- j 
ningham claims by having the laws 
amended—or, failing that, to confiscate j 
them 
by

courts, which were to be of their own 
making and appointm ent—exactly as 
Ballinger sought to have his subordi­ 
nates create by the Pierce decision a 
special 
law 
for 
the 
Cunningham 
claims. Alexander McKenzie of North 
Dakota was the captain of this filibus­ 
tering enterprise. 
Donald R. McKen­ 
zie is one of the chief conspirators in 
the present attem pted steal.

After all preparations had been per­ 
fected at the W ashington end spurious 
suits were brought in Alaska against 
the owners of most of the rich placers 1 
o f Nome. 
McKenzie was appointed 
receiver of these claims by Arthur H. 
Noyes, his judge, and under protection 
of the United States troops proceeded 
to gut the mines under the eyes of the 
owners. 
He carried off the gold to his 
own vaults. 
When the facts became 
known it was found that the stock of 
the Alaska Gold Mining company was

“We have in a former article re­ 
ferred to the fact that Commissioner 
Ballinger appeared before the house 
committee on public lands and urged 
the passage cf the Cale bill, which, had 
it passed, would have made the Cun­ 
ningham claims legal. 
With Ballinger 
there appeared one Donald R. McKen­ 
zie. 
McKenzie, like his namesake and 
prototype in the placer story, is a well- 
known Washington lobbyist and an 
old-time political supporter of Senator 
Piles 
of 
Washington, 
Ballinger’s 
friend. 
He is one of the beneficiaries 
of a town-site of 2,000 acres on Cor­ 
doba bay, Alaska, the term inus of the 
Guggenheim railroad. 
The townsite 
was granted, through the cffgrts of 
Senator Piles of Washington, by the 
Sixtie h congress, to McKenzie and 
two others, one. of whom is ex-Gover- 
nor John H. McGraw of W ashington, 
former political m anager for Senator 
Piles, and one of the committee of the j 
Seattle cham ber of commerce which | 
recently, in answ er to Glavis’s article j 
in this paper, gave Ballinger a glowing 
certificate of character and spoke of 
him as “a scrupulously honest man.” 
j 
“Out of over a possible thousand j 
lawyers in Seattle, Ballinger seems to 
have had a monopoly of syndicated 
Alaska coal clients. 
And who t shall 
say that these clients were altogether j 
lacking in sagacity? 
“Immediately after the statem ent in 
the president’s letter | giving Ballinger 
j 
a clean bill 1 that Ballinger did only a j 
little work for one claimant is this fur j 
ther statem ent: 
The evidence in re-, 
spect to which you were consulted j 
professionally was not secured by Mr. I 
Glavis until after your resignation as 
commissioner of the general land of­ 
fice.’ 
There is not even a ‘shred of 
suspicion’ upon which to base this 
statem ent. 
The president was cru elly 
imposed upon, and he in turn unwit­ 
tingly deceived the public. 
“The president also refers to the j 
fact that Glavis was allowed to remain } 
in charge of the claims, notw ithstand­ 
ing Ballinger was aware of his attitude J 
as to thYfir fraudulent character. As a j 
m atter of fact, the claims were not 
taken from Glavis, simply because it 
was feared he would do just what 
finally he did—go elsewhere for jus­ 
tice. 
“When Dennett was private secre­ 
tary to Senator Hansbrough of North 
Dakota. Hansbrough was chairman of 
the senate committee on public lands, 
and in North Dakota was known as a 
Hill railroad senator. 
Dennett owes 
his prominence in politics as much to 
Ballinger as to his former political 
connections. 
It is the belief in the 
state of Washington that he owes his 
present position also to Ballinger, be­ 
cause of his suppression of facts in­ 
volving prominent citizens of W ash­ 
ington in public land frauds. 
On* July 
26 of the present year Glavis wrote to 
Dennett: 
‘The investigation that was 
m ade at that time was disclosing a 
great deal of fraud among these coal 
claimants, and. as you were advised by 
telegram, we wrere uncovering a great 
deal of fraud which ’involved a great 
many prominent people in the state of 
W ashington, as w*ell as implicating a 
United States senator.

Confronted personally with proofs of 
his mendacity, Dennett afterw ard ad­ 
m itted to Glavis, in the presence of an­ 
other government agent, that these ad­ 
missions had been made, and that he 
himself had worked for the legislation 
sought by these men, and had inter­ 
v iewed several congressmen 
in their 
behalf. 
“No more details today, but let us 
ca ll attention to one Incident that is 
understood to have been a disappoint­ 
m ent (to put it mildly) to Theodore 
Roosevelt.
